PALMER TELLS 
OF ACTIVITIES. 


Annual Report Tells of Efforts 
to Break Trusts. 


Campaign Against Cost of Liv- 
ing Also Outlined. 


Aliens Are Blamed for Red 
Propaganda.

WASHINGTOX, Dec. 10. — The 
campaign against the high cost of 
living, efforts to break up trusts and 
combinations in restraint of trade 
and the government's fight on rad- 
icalism are reviewed by Atty.-Gen. 
Palmer in his annual report sent 
today to Congress. 

In a discussion of the radica! prob- 
lem, Mr. Palmer discloses that the 
Department of Justice has developed 
a card index system, containing 
more than 200,000 cards, giving de- 
tailed data @n the activities of ultra- 
radicals and their organizations as 


well as a complete library of 
reference on the general radical 
movement. 


Ninety per cent of the Communist 
and anarchistic agitation during the 
last year, the Attorney-General says, 
is traceable to aliens. This agita- 
tion, he adds, is not confined to the 
so-called “economic evils,” but has 
been directed also toward the stir- 
ring up of radical prejudice. One 
of the fertile fields, he says, is 
among the negroes who have been 
appealed to directly for support in 
the movement to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

HITS AILAEN PAPERS. 

The foreign language press has 
been particularly noticeable for its 
strong ultraradical leanings, the At- 
torney-Veneral says. He declares 
that the spread of radical doctrines 
has been aided in twenty-six or more 
foreign language newspapers in the 
United States. 

The results of the January raids 
on the Communist and Communist 
Labor party meetings, Mr. Palmer 
says, caused a marked temporary 
cessation in radical activities here. 
Meetings of the Communist and an- 
archistic groups were suspended and 
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were followed later by the declara- 
tion of ti american delegate to 
the third internationale at Amster- 
dam that the January raids had de- 
stroyed the hopes of the Com- 
munists in America. 

Mr. Palmer recites the legislative 
program laid before Congress at its 
last session in which he said exist- 
ing laws did not permit the govern- 
ment to carry on the sort of prosecu- 
tion required in the tase of some 
of the radical groups, notably the 
Industrial Workers of the World 
whose activities the department has 
been unable to touch in most in- 
stances. 

FINES COLLECTED. 
Turning to law enforcement ac- 
tivities, the. Attorney-General says 
the government collected approxi- 
mately $4,532,000 in fines and judg- 
ments in the last year. Of this, 
$2,452,000 came from fines in crim- 
inal prosecutions while the remain- 
der was collected in civil proceed- 
ings.

MEREDITH URGES} 
AID TO FARMERS 


Asserts Agricultural Problem 
is National One. 


Annual Report Offers Sugges- 
tions and Remedies. 


Advises Governmental Study 
of Labor Situation. 


BY. A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Ameri- 
can farmers face a situation due to 
falling prices for farm products 
which should be dealt with 4s a na- 
tional problem, Secretary Meredith 
deciared in his first annual report 
made public today. On November 
1 .prices aré 33 per cent below those 
prevailing at planting time, the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture said, adding: 

“There is, perhaps, no single solu- 
tion for the situation which \ the 
farmers are now facing, but there 
are many steps which can and 
should be taken to place our agricul- 
ture on a more satisfactory. basis 
and to stabilize the business of farm- 
ing, not in the interest of the farm- 
ers alone, but in the interest of the 
nation as a whole. A sober national 
thought with regar to the im- 
portance, the absolute necessity, of 
a sustained agriculture in this coun- 
try is imperative.” ‘ 

Several remedies were suggested 
including extension of co-operative 
marketing and some means of aid- 
ing in carrying over to periods of 
low prodvu tion the surplus of years 
of high production... The question of 
farm and personal credit must be 
given more favorable consideration, 
the Secretary declared, and ways be 
found to ald tenant farmers or men 
just embarking in the business of 
agriculture to establish themselves. 

“The road between the producer 
and the consumer should be kept 
open and made shorter,” the report 
said, to Insure fair prices and that 
the consumer will be able to buy 
with only “reasonable” profits at- 
tached to the original selling price. 
Co-operative marketing undoubtedly 
affords an opportunity to shorten 
the channel between producer and 
consumer, the Secretary said, as well 
as opportunity to reduce the cost 
of production by use of govern- 
mental information as to market- 
ing, grading, etc. 

HAVE JUSTIFIED FAITH. 

The farmers of America “have 
again justified the faith of the na- 
tion to meet its requirements,” Mr. 
Meredith declared, and have pro- 
duced crops estimated to be worth 
$13,300,000,000 this year. The com- 
bined yield of the ten principal crops 
was 13 per cent above the average 
for five years. 

The corn crop of 3,199,000,000 
bushels is unprecedented, représent- 
ing about four-fifths of the world’s 
production, the report said. The 
sweet potato crop of 106,000,000 
bushels ie far in excess of any other 
year except 1919, while the rice crop 
of 62,000,000 bushels is one-fourth 
greater than the largest crop ever 
before harvested. Tobacco produc- 
tion of 1,476,000,000 pounds, the 
sugar beet crop of 149,000,000 
bushels and the potato crop of 421,- 
000,000 bushels stand out as high 
marks while the apple production of 


236.000,000 bushels has been ex- 
ceeded only once.

Obregon Decides There Will be No Con- 
fiscation of Vested Rights.

APPOINTS A COMMITTEE. 

President Obregon has appointed 
& committee of five to investigate 
thoroughly every feature of the oil 
Situation in the Republic of Mex- 
ico. They have been dving a good 
deal of preliminary work already 
and will soon report their findings 
and recommendations to the Presi- 
dent. President Obregon will not 
delay action and those best informed 
in Mexico expect that he will ap- 
prove of the findings of this com- 
mission. If he does so it will mean 
this: 

Land titles absolutely perfected 
and purchased outright before 1. 
adoption of the constitution of 1917 
will not be affected in any way by 
regulations or laws affecting the de- 
velopment and removal of petroleum. 

All land titles not perfected be- 
fore the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of 1917 and all lands still in 
the possession of the government 
will be nationalized as to petroleum 
and thereafter subject to all laws 
Or regulations that may be made 
by the government. 

OPERATING ON LEASES. 


Where oil companies are now 
operating on leases secured from 
private owners whose titie was 


fully secured before the adoption 
of the 1917 constitution, the gov- 
ernment will make no effort to dis- 
turb such leases, but will look with 
favor upon any action of the oil 
companies to more properly reim- 
burse the land owners for the pe- 
troleum taken out under such leases. 
President Obregon’s advisers will 
recommend that all petroleum in 
lands still under control of the na- 
tional government be nationalized. 
Most of them recommend that the 
oll leasing law of the United States, 
approved last February, be used as 
the basis for petroleum contro! in 
the Republic of Mexico, with such 
necessary modifications as required. 
This will give the United States 
and Mexico practically uniform laws 
for the handling of the much needed 
petroleum and will at once end all 
arguments of petroleum operators in 
the Mexican field. Petroleum opera- 
re generally have accepted the 
of] leasing law in the United States 
and if the same law with the same 
language is used in Mexico, all 
legitimate operation should be with- 
drawn. At least that is the opinion 
of conservative oil men as well as 
the close personal advisers of Presi- 
dent Obregon. 
WILL PROVIDE ROYALTIES. 
Such an arrangement would give 
to the owners of the land or the re-

does not mean that certain oll interests will get all they are clamoring for 
in the way of government concessions.

O LYNCH LAW! 

The cause of justice has suffered in 
California by the lynching of three suppos- 
edly despicable characters in Santa Rosa 
by a mob whose passions were so aroused 
that they could not let the law take its 
course. The three victims were taken 
from cells in the County Jail, where they 
were awaiting arraignment on charges of 
murdering Sheriff Petray of Sonoma coun- 
ty and two San Francisco detectives. The 
evidence in the case was conclusive and 
the early conviction and hanging of the 
murderers was quite certain to occur. No 
good purpose was served by the crime com- 
mitted by the lynchers, while a precedent 
was established which may lead to the 
lynching at some future time of innocent 
persons. 

While the three who were hanged had 
been guilty of the worst offenses known to 
society, according to evidence that seems 
beyond dispute, yet they were entitled to a 
trial by jury and to the technical presump- 
tion of innocence until they were legally 
adjudged guilty. That guaranty is given 
to them alike by the Constitution of the 
United States and that of the State of Calli- 
fornia.

In reelecting Jonathan 8. Dodge as 


its chairman the Board of Supervisors paid 
a @eserved honor to a.man who has served 


ithe county well. The electors in his own 


Giatrict showed their confidence in Mr. 
Dolige by sending him back for a second 
term with a handsome majority. His col- 
leagues, who have had ample opportunities 
to judge of his merits, unanimously decid- 
ed that he must continue at their head. He 
has shown ability and tact as a presiding 
officer and has placed the county’s' inter- 
ests above everything else. In his address 
at the formal organization of the board for 
another term Mr. Dodge showed that he is 
keeping up with the spirit of the times, for 
retrenchment in every legitimate way and 
the restoration of business to a normal ba- 
sis. The word busivess includes not only 
private but public affairs. 
the Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county Mr. Dodge is really the head of a 
great business institution employing over 
3000 people and acting for neafly 1,000,000. 
He spoke earnestly to his colleagues on 
the necessity for lessening the burden of 
taxation. This he believes can be done as 
the dollar returns to its original purchas- 
ing power. The dollar today will buy more 
than it could a month ago, but it ig still 
worth only 60 cents as compared with 1913,

the chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as the first indication in eight years 
of a genuine movement for retrenchment. 
Mr. Fordney is one of the Republican vet- 
erans in the lower house. He has hed 
varied experience in finance and industry 
outside Congress; inside he has been a 
member of the Ways and Means Committee 
for severa] terms. As a member of the 
opposition his protest against Democratic 
extravagance was unfailingly registered 
when annual appropriations were made. 
He has been the bete noire of the “deserv- 
ing Democrats” through two successive ad- 
ministrotions and, as the Republican party 
returns to power in all branches of the 
Federal government, his recommendations 
for retrenchments are likely to be reflected 
in Federal enactments. 

Congressman Fordney’s attitude in rela- 
tion to government expense is an earnest 
that there will be no Republican pork 
barrel next year. For the retrenchment 
which he advocates: means the abolishment 
of many thousafids of departmental sine- 
cures and a restriction of appropriations 
to strictly essential projects. Many things 
which the government is now doing will 
be discontinued so far as Federal action 
is concerned, but they will be maintained 
by private industry. One of the first polli- 
cies of the new administration, if its pledges 
are fulfilled, will be to keep politics out of 
business. There will be } governmental 
supervision, inspection and control, less 
duplication of State and Federal activities, 

These things will lead to real economy. 
The Republican ax will have to cut deep 
to effect a saving of $1,000,000,000 a year. 
There will probably be a great hue and cry 
that the reforms of the Wilson administra- 
tion are being abandoned; but the people 
as a whole are not likely to be seriously 
disturbed by such clamor, so long as they 
know that they are being relieved of a tax 
burden of more than $1,000,000,000 a year. 

Just where the savings will be made that 
will bring that reduction in the cost of the 
Federal government it would be difficult 
to specify at this time. But Congressman 
Fordney has had ample experience in han- 
dling Federal appropriations an@® he may 
be regarded as speaking with authority. 
While the civil service will be protected, 
the “swivel service” is likely to be hit hard. 
It is estimated that more than 100,000 de- 
partmental positions will be eliminated in 
Washington alone. The quadruplication of 
departmental service, against which Mr. 
Lane protested, will be cut out. While it 
is a virtue to make two blades of grass 
grow where but one grew before, the same 
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Tule does not apply to setting four men 
to do what one man did before. 

For ten years economy has been a by- 
word of the politicians in California, and 
for eight years in Washington. Chairman 
Fordney has declared that it shall be prac- 
ticed as well as preached in the Federal 
government. But how about our own State 
government’? In less than a month the 
State Legislature will be in session. State 
Controller Chambers and State Treasurer 
Richardson have counseled a restriction in 
State expenses which would save the tax- 
payers of California at least $10,000,000 an- 
nually. They have sighted the advanced 
guard of the forty fat commissions on the 
way to Sacramento with the most extrava- 
gant program for State expense in the his- 
tory of California. 

What are the members of the new Leg- 
islature going to do about it? Are they 
going to continue the wasteful extrava- 
gance of the last ten years, while the Re 
publican party of the nation is- enforcing 
policies of economy’? Gov. Stephens will 
have to display more backbone than he 
has yet shown to keep the taxpayers of the 
State from being sweated for another $10,- 
000,000 annually. Ecenomy will be restored 
more easily in Washington than in Sacra- 
mento.
